Unsinkable 


SOLUTION OF THE PROBLEM 


Automatic Door W ill Keep the Com- 


partifients Tight On Two 


Modem W arshif^

W ash ington. D. C.. November ID— 
W h at h appens to a battlesh ip wh en Its 
h ull IS punctured? It usually sinks. 
Wh en H. M. S. “Camperdown” plunged 
into th e “Victoria” ten years ago. th e 
latter went down and 500 lives were 
lost. 
How to prevent such disasters 
h fin been a problem ever before ad­ 
m iralty 
departments. 
Th at 
naval 
arch itects h adn’t solved it was made 
clear in th e recent war between Rus­ 
sia and Japan. 
Wh en eith er a Rus­ 
sian or a Japanese vessel was struck 
below th e w ater line to th e bottom it 
went. 
Constructors of th e United States 
navy believe Uncle Sam h as now solv­ 
ed th is problem. Th e bureau of con­ 
struction and repair h as been work­ 
ing away a t ft for a long time, but 
tests Just completed by th e bureau 
indicate th at th e two new sh ips. •’Mon- 
tana” and “North Carolina,” now be­ 
ing built at Newport News, will come 
nearer to being unsinkable th an any 
vessel ever before launch ed. 
Th e solution of th e problem is in 
th e perfection of a system of automat­ 
ic bulkh ead doors operating by elec­ 
tricity, and permitting of closure In 
tim e of emergency by a single officer 
on th e bridge of th e sh ip. Th e device 
h as been named th e “Ijong-Arm” sys­ 
tem, because th e long arm of th e elec­ 
tric wires reach out to save th e sh ip. 
A sh ip is divided into watertigh t 
compartments, with bulkh ead doors 
perm itting intercourse between th em. 
If th e sh ip’s h ull is punctured, water 
rush es in. If th e doors are sh ut, only 
th e compartment nearest th e puncture 
will h e flooded. Th e vessel will still 
float Wh en th e “Victoria” was struck, 
h er doors were open. Th e men were 
too excited to close th em. If th e doora 
of a sh ip are automatically closed in 
time of need, th e vessel is unsinkable. 
Th at’s wh at th e 
new 
plan comes 
about as near to securing as h uman 
ingenuity allows. 
Hydraulic and pneumatic doors were 
tried by our navy department, h ut th ey 
proved dangerous and impracticable. 
Th en Rear Admiral and Naval Con­ 
structor Bowles, now president of th e 
Fore River sh ipyards, conceived th e 
idea of operating th e doors by electric­ 
ity. 
An electrical system was th en 
developed and h as been installed on 
sixteen of th e newest sh ips. But still 
th ere were defects. 
Th e doors were 
too delicate and intricate, many na­ 
val officers 
th ough t 
Th e 
sch eme 
m ust be made simple, and, if possible, 
ligh ter. 
Th e bureau of construction 
and repair imposed most severe tests 
for any new 
system 
of automatic 
do o rs. 
Th e te sts of th e new plan h ave Just 
been completed, and it is believed th at 
th e two new vessels will, accordingly, 
be th e safest warsh ips afloat 
Th is is but one of th e numerous 
improvements wh ich will go on th e 
new sh ips. 
Safety, 
safety 
of th e 
sh ip and men in h er, is a primary re- 


quirefoeiit 
Besides th e “Long-Aisa” 
bulkh ead doors, always under perfect 
control by means of electricity, great­ 
er safety is th e inspiration of dozens 
of improvements th at are going into 
our new warsh ips. 
One of th ese im­ 
provements is a sprinkling device for 
th e magazines; anotker is an electri­ 
cal device for controlling th e firing of 
th e fwHers. 
Quite th e most ingenious of minor 
improvements is th e portable stear- 
ing apparatus lately patented, especi­ 
ally for use aboard warsh ips. 
Crip­ 
ple th e steering apparatus and th e 
sh ip is « t th e mercy of th e elements 
or h uman enemies. 
Th is po rtable steerhig apparatus, it 
is claimed, will make It po ssible to 
direct th e 
fro m any o ne <d hidf 
a dozen stations by m ^m s of electri­ 
cal connections 
there lo cated and all 
communicating with th e steering room, 
th e most carefully protected 
part of 
a warsh ip. 
Th e near future is likely 
to see th e 
warsh ip 
with armored 
smokestacks and with better protec­ 
tion th an th e conning tower now af­ 
fords for th e commander of war ves­ 
sels in action. 
At th e moment 
th e never-ending 
competition between sh ell and armor 
is sligh tly in favor of th e sh ell, a fact 
due to th e new explosive, diinnite, th e 
secret of wh ich h as been obtained by 
jour government 
from th e inventor. 
I Turbines probably will mark th e next 
I step in warsh ip propulsion, 
i 
Th ese are only th e most striking of 
new appliances and devices and Im­ 
provements aboard th e twentieth cen­ 
tury warsh ip. Th ere are oth ers, such 
as more perfect range-finders, better 
arrangements for h andling ammuni­ 
tion and improved accommodations 
for th e comfort of th e blue-jacket in 
peace, and h is care wh en injured in 
^war. 
Safer and more numerous h os­ 
pital stations are provided for in th e 
new sh ips now being planned. Verit­ 
ably th ere is no end to th e demands 
made upon th e naval designer.

As a result of Windsor going “dry” 
at th e local option election in Henry 
county on November 4th , Mayor C. F. 
Davis and four of th e six aldermen re­ 
signed at th e Tuesday nigh t meeting 
of th e city council. 
Th e reasons set forth were th at 
th ere would not be sumcient revenue 
obtainable to conduct th e affairs of 
th e town.

In co nnectio n witb 
tbe co ming meeting , a brief histo ry o f

natio nal Asso ciatio n o f America and 
the British pro v inces, met and laid 
the fo u ndatio n fo r the present state 
asso ciatio n, which to day stands 
a 
mo nu ment to the wo rk. 
The plan was first tho u g ht o f In 
April, 18 77, and o n that date the co n­ 
ference held o n Ju ne 15 o f the same 
y ear was decided u po n. There was a

Worth of Ambergris. 


WAS AS BIG AS YOUNG W HALE 


Man Who Made a Big Catch Because 
o f His Unusual Kno wledge o f 
Natural Histo ry. 


Go ttlieb O'Brieen, o f Mo to ime, made 
a big strike this week because o f his 
kno wledge o f natural histo ry, which 
he learned in the graded scho o l in his 
Tillage, writes a Lesueur, Minn., co r­ 
respo ndent 
In the 
pro cess 
o f 
ex caTating a 
co unty ditch thro ugh that part o f the 
co unty a large slo ugh, no t far fro m 
Mystic river, was drained o ut almo st 
entirely, so much so that a number o f 
very large catfish, which had lived fo r 
many years in the center o f the lake, 
were almo st unco vered in the shallo w 
water, and an easy prey to any o ne 
that wanted them. But when a few o f 
them were taken o ut they were seen 
to be thin, scrawny and unhealthy 
lo o king, so that no o ne cared to take 
them away. No w, there is no o ther 
Hah in fresh water that lo o ks so much 
like a whale as catfish do , and it 
stm ck yo ung O'Brien tlmt 
and 
legnlatio na an^lying to sick whales 
might also apply to sick catfish, and 
lie asked the o wner o f the land if he 
co uld have the fish. 
The o wner was glad to get rid o f 
them, and to ld O'Brien he co uld have 
them and welco me, if he wo uld take 
them away befo re they died and spo il­ 
ed. 
The bo y waded o ut into the mud 
and mire and captured the fish, which 
were o f great size, many o f them as 
much as 60 po unds in weight, and 
carrying them o ff to a secluded spo t, 
he cut them up, and fo und as he 
ho ped, that nearly every o ne o f them 
was fitted o ut, as sick whales o ften 
are, with a go o dly amo unt o f that 
valuable article, ambergris, which is 
so metimes fo und fio atlng o n the sur­ 
face o f the o cean. The bo y fo und in 
the fish 40 po unds o f ambergris, and 
so ld It to a chemist fo r $40 a po und, 
o r a to tal o f $1,600, which was mo re 
than the tract o f land where the 
awamp lay was wo rth alto gether. 
The man who gave O’Brien the fish 
was Inclined to make tro uble abo ut 
the matter, but his lawyers to ld him

The Atlantic coast of the United 
sû te s is a stretch of cemetery , and 
the graves are thickest In the dan- 
gérons places above and below Cape 
Charles and Cape Henry , writes Web­ 
ster Wallace in the Pittsburg Post 
Ut^^g^y ers are ever alert, patrolling 
the beaches as regularly as the city 
policemen walk their beat These life- 
savers are often skeptics. They have 
seen too many old hulks heavily in­ 
sured thrown up on sand-bars to be­ 
lieve that accident Is alway s the cause 
and they natuarily resent these sus­ 
picious cases, for while ever anx ious 
to save human life and property and 
add to their own records, they object 
to 
desperate risks when the 
wrecks 
are 
IntendonaL 
But they 
have no opUon In the matter, so they 
rush to all. 
Throughout the. seasons 
they ex hibit heroism of the finer sort; 
but they look upon it, as their business 
and ask no laurels. 
I have just spent a day with one of 
them—a big bundle of bronzed sun­ 
shine who has never had an illness 
In all the forty y ears of his life. We 
went for a swim. He laughed at the 
idea of jumping the great breakers 
close to shore. 
“ You follow me,” he 
said, and into the ocean we swam. 
His voice, soft as-a woman’s, sent Its 
assurances. “ When we get out about 
a quarter of a mile we shall reach the 
current that will sweep us around the 
island and land us 
without much 
work. 
When y ou get tired let me 
know." 
I felt something like a baby taken 
out for a walk. 
He was as comfort­ 
able, as nonchalant, as confident, as 
though he was parading on a grano­ 
lithic pavement. But It was a swim 
oh it was a 
swim! 
Now, this man 
has faced death more than once; he 
has been In danger 
a great many 
times, and he told of his ex periences 
with all the 
vividness 
of absolute 
simplicity , hut with an utter absence 
of a consciousness of having done 
any thing out of the ordinary . 
He is 
a ty pe of the guardsmen of our shores. 
The life-savers do their work in the 
instant, and with all their wrecks the 
crew which I visited never lost a life 
they have saved 
all. 
The really 
tragical part 
comes 
after the life- 
savers have done their part. Directly 
a wreck Is reported, the boats and 
crews of the big trust—there Is a trust 
even In the wrecking business—hasten 
from New York 
or 
Norfolk to the 
scene. They save all they can. Many 
of their employ es have spent their 
lives In this 
perilous work. 
They 
have the trained ability to do wonders 
In a short space of time. They readily 
seize the profitable part of the prob- 
lem. 
A 
ship 
loaded 
with 
cotton ran 
ashore, and 
the 
captain began to 
throw his cargo overboard, with the 
hope of getUng off the bar Into deep 
water. 
Up came the wrecking fleet 
The floating cotton was captured, the 
captain’s order was 
rescinded, and 
the wrecking 
company 
made six ty 
thousand dollars as Its percenUge 
for saving that one cargo. The ship 
went t-. plecef—It was less valuable 
than Its load, and It was insured. 
Of all the men engaged In the sav­ 
ing and wrecking work, those who 
see 
the 
strangest 
things 
are the 
divers. 
There are no overwhelming 
odd against them, but there are acci­ 
dents. 
Still, most of them like their 
work—they are not satisfied with any ­ 
thing else. One who has had a more 
varied ex perience than probably any 
other along the coast was at work 
near a wreck the other day . 
After 
he had come up he laughed as he told 
about the feast the fish were having 
on the provisions below. 
Presently 
someone asked him to relate the most 
curious cases that he had known. 
“ The time I was maddest,” he said, 
“ was when the first mate of a ship in 
ten fathom- of Hatteras begged me 
to save a valuable package he had left 
in his state-room. It was mighty hard 
work fighting my way to the room, 
but I finally got there and found the 
parcel, a 
leather-bound 
bundle. 
I 
thought of the big roll of money that 
mate had and wondered where he got 
it. 
Well, when I reached the deck 
he grabbed It and opened It before 
my ey es to see if it was all right. I 
tell y ou I was disgusted! Nothing but 
a lot of love-letters and a girl’s pho­ 
tograph!

WINTER WINDOW BOXES. 


A Plan to Hav e Flowers All W inter— 
Why Hou se Plants Are Killed. 
Perhaps the best, most serv iceable 
and artistic way to keep winter plants 
is in window boxes, placed Inside the 
window and abou t six inches deep, 
with sev eral holes drilled in the bot­ 
tom for drainage, 
says the Garden 
Mamazine. 
A tray or tin pan of a corresponding 
size shou ld be prov ided to catch the 
water that Bo a kn throu gh, bu t the box 
shou ld not be set down tighly into 
this. 
Allow enou gh space all arou nd 
to admit free circu lation of air. Small 
blocks of wood abou t an inch thick 
placed in the bottom of the pan will 
elev ate the box su fficiently. I believ e 
that this one thing is responsible for 
more deaths of hou se plants than any 
other neglect or mismanagement.

James McDaniels, a fireman on tbe 
Missouri Pacific train which leaves 
St. Louis for Kansas City at 9 o'clock 
in the morning, was killed at Kirk­ 
wood yesterday. As the train passed 
under the bridge 
on Clay avenue, 
where the street cars pass o v erhead* 
tbe track spread, 
and the 
engine 
wheels went* down on the ties. 
Mc­ 
Daniels jumped. 
He fell against a 
soft bank and tumbled backward as 
the tender of the engine came over. 
It crushed him into the mud, com­ 
pletely hiding his body. 
A gang of section men working near 
ran to the wreck with their shovels to 
liberate the fireman. 
The engineer, 
Paul Smith, climbed down from his 
cab, and called to his mate: “Speak, 
Jim, so we’ll* know where to dig.’’ He 
received an answer. Hyaraulic jacks 
were brought out of the engine, and 
an effort made to raise tbe tender. 
“Speak again, Jim,” called the engi­ 
neer. 
“They have got me fast,” came faint­ 
ly from the man under the wreck. The 
work then progressed furiously, with

the sound of the man’s voice as a j 
guide. 
When the body wak finally | 
reached the fireman 
had evidently 
been dead some minutes. 
McDaniels was about 37 years old, 
and formerly lived in Belle, Mo.,where 
the funeral will take place. The body 
will be shipped there tomorrow.

leaves a wife and three little boys at 
2935 Park avenue. For some time he 
ran a switch engine for the Missouri 
Pacific, but returned to firing because 
the pay was more than he could earn 
on the extra list of engineers. 
In the cab of the engine 1199 at the i 
time of the accident there were four i 
men—the engineer, 
fireman,

ence of these extra men was due to an 
experiment that is being made with 
fuel. On this trip an accurate record 
of coal used was being kept. In order 
to make a comparison with a subse­ 
quent trip to be made, using briquettes 
as fuel. 
The train left Union station fifty 
minutes late, but was not trying to 
make up lost time. At the time of the 
accident it was running only twelve 
miles an hour. 
At Woodlawn, just 
east of Kirkwood, the engineer got a 
caution signal, and the rules require 
this to be observed by running under 
full control through that block. The 
passengers received their first news 
of the accident from people who ran 
by the coaches to help in rescuing the 
fireman. 
Louis Fisher, representing a com­ 
mittee of No. 129, B. Xt. F., Is making 
the funeral arrangements on behalf 
the lodge to which McDaniels belong­ 
ed. Coroner Koch, of St. Louis coun­ 
ty, held an Inquest yesterday after­ 
noon, and the jury returned a verdict 
of accidental death.

The late Edwm Cowles, editor of 
the 
Cleveland 
Leader, 
numbered 
among his accomplishments that of 
pock et-plck lng, says the Chicago Rec- 
ord-Herald. 
Of 
course 
he pick ed 
pock ets as an amateur only, but it is 
doubtful whether there ever was a 
professional who could play the light 
fingered game more sk illfully than the 
able editor did occasionally for fun. 
It was during the administration of 
a mayor who had been elected as a 
protege of M. A. Hanna, who was then 
starting in Cleveland upon the politi­ 
cal career which gave him national 
prominence, that the Leader began 
a 
crusade against %ice. 
Articles were 
published daily in which it was assert­ 
ed that the city was full of thieves, 
gamblers and other crook s, and the 
mayor was tak en severely to task 
for not having 
them 
driven avray. 
Hanna, being the power behind tha 
municipal throne, came in for censure 
in an indirect way. and meeting Cow­ 
les in the street one day he expostu­ 
lated with him concerning the 
Lead­ 
er’s style of warfare. 
“Look here, Cowles,” he said, “what 
is the use of all this rack et? you’re 
mak ing a mountain out of a molehill. 
There are no more crook s in town 
than there have been right along, and 
it w'ould be foolish 
to expect any 
mayor to drive all the law-break ers 
out, no m atter how* hard he tried or 
how good his intentions might he.” 
Cowles insisted that his paper was 
right, and he 
expressed 
the belief 
that there were then more pick pock ets 
in Cleveland than had ever before in­ 
fested that city. 
“Pick pock ets!” snorted Hanna; 
“I 
don’t believe there’s a pick pock et in 
the town. 
And anyway, I have no 
sympathy for anybody whose pock ets 
are pick ed. 
No one but a jay could 
ever be robbed in that w*ay.” 
“You don’t 
k now,” said Cowies, 
“how* sk illful some of these light-fin­ 
gered fellows become. 
It w*ould be
